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To Our Customers: 


The entire suii'ar output has been taken over by the Kood Administration Sugar Dis- 


tributing Committee. The jobbers are absolutely dependent upon this committee for 
their sugar supply. 


There is going to be plenty of sugar to go around if everybody from the refiners 


down to the consumer will do his share lo conserve sugar, and lend his aid in preventing 
the hoarding or waste of this food necessity. 


The central west will undoubtedly have to depend upon Us sugar supply from the 


beet refiners. The jobbers will be apportioned a certain number of cars by the committee 
but at no time are they to have more than a weeks supply on hand. The same holds true 
to the retailer. As unofficial representatives of the Food Administration, we are requested 
not to load up our warehouse on sugar, and Ihat you carry only a limited supply on hand. 


We, in turn, must see that your supply and reijuircnxenjs is cut down. We are not al- 


lowed to sell bag lots of sugar; not offer sales on sugar to cut the price on this commod- 


ity to stimulate the trade. We are expected lo -.vivo our customers only a limited amount, 
and teach them that sugar is a precious item arid should be conserved accordingly. 


IT all agencies, including the grower, the refiner, (he broker, the jobber, the retailer 


and the consumer will join hands in this great movement lo conscientiously conserve the 
sugar supply, there will undoubtedly be enough for all of us. We must, however, have ab- 
solute conservation and positively no hoarding. 


We feel sure that for the good of all, .voti will be glad to co-operate to this end.

To Our Customers: 


The entire sugar output ha* been taken over by the Food Administration Sugar Dis- 


tributing- Committee. The jobbers are absolutely dependent upon this committee for 


their sugar supply. 


There is going to be plenty of sugar to go around if everybody from the refiners 


down to the consumer will do his share to conserve sugar, and lend his aid-in preventing 


the hoarding or waste of this food necessity. 


The central west will undoubtedly have to depend upon its sugar supply from the 


beet refiners. The jobbers will be apportioned a certain number of cars by the committee 
but at no time are they to have more than a weeks supply on hand. The same holds true 
to the retailer. As unofficial representatives of the Food Administration, we are requested 
not to load up our warehouse on sugar, and that you carry only a limited supply on hand. 


We, in turn, must see that your supply and requirements is cut down. We are not al- 


lowed to self bag lots of sugar; not offer sales on sugar to cut; the price on this commod- 
ity to stimulate the trade. We are expected io give our customers only a limited amount, 
and teach them that sugar is a precious item and should be conserved accordingly. 


IT all agencies, including the grower, the refiner, the broker, the jobber, the retailer 


and the consumer will join hands in this great movement to conscientiously conserve the 
sugar supply, there will undoubtedly be enough for all of us.' We must, however, have ab- 


solute conservation and positively no hoarding, 


We feel sure that for the good of all, ywu will be -lad to co-operate to this end.

The central west will undoubtedly have to depend upon its sugar supply from the 


beet refiners. The jobbers will be apportioned a certain number of cars by the committee 
but at no time are they to have more than a weeks supply on hand. The same holds true 
to the retailer. As unofficial representatives of the rood Administration, we are requested 
not to load up our warehouse on sugar, and that you carry only a limited supply on hand. 


\Ve, in turn, must see that your supply ar.d requirements is cut clown. We are not al- 


lowed to sell bag lots of sugar; not offer sales on sugar to cut the price en this commod- 


i t y to stimulate the trade. We are expected to give our customers only a limited amount, 
and teach them that sugar is a precious item and should be conserved accordingly. 


IT all agencies, including the grower, the refiner, the broker, the jobber, the retailer 


and the consumer will join hands in this great movement to conscientiously conserve the 
sugar supply, there will undoubtedly be enough for all of us.' We must, however, have ab- 


solute conservation and positively no hoarding. 


We feel sure that for the good of all, y«a will be glad to co-operate to this end.

food saving is not money saving. It 
is exactly what the term indicates, to 
save food 
One of our war problems 
is to feed our allies this winter by 
sending them as much food' as wo 
can of the most concentrated nutii- 
tive value in the least shipping 
space These concentrates are wheat, 
beef pork, dairy products and sugar. 
The solution of 
this 
problem, in 


which every American must help ,.» 
to eat less of these foods and more ot 
the foods of 
which 
we have 
an 
abundance, -and particularly to waste 
less of all foods. 
I-f food saving were 
mere money saving, there would bo 
no incentive for well-to-do famihes 
to htf-p in the work the Food Ad- 
ministration is directing. Moreover, 
the prosperity of the country is such 
that nearly everybody is well to do 
and inclined to liberal living and ex- 
travagance.
